Clark Says Aid Bill 
Means ‘Brink of War’ 


W ashington, Feb. 18 (A P)— Sen­ 
ator Clark (D.-Mo.) opened the op­ 
position’s frontal attack on the Brit­ 
ish ald bill today, 
roundly con­ 
demning it as legislation th a t meant 
“the very brink of war,” the strip­ 
ping 
of 
American defenses, and 
“autocratic powers” for the Presi­ 
dent. 
The measure, he declared, would 
completely reverse the foreign pol­ 
icy which the United States had 
followed since the time of W ashing­ 
ton. 
It also would wipe out sim ultane­ 
ously. he said, “the restrictions of 
executive power over our domestic 
affairs which from the foundation of 
this nation our people have held 
most dear.” 
He saw the bill as a gamble "upon 
the one card of a complete British 
victory.” 
“It stakes our national safety on 
the victory of one belligerent in a 
foreign war and brings as to the 
very brink of war while a t the same 
time perm itting the serious weaken­ 
ing of our own means of defending 
ourselves and our brethren in this 
hemisphere. * * *” 
As the first speaker against the 
bill in the senate debate, Clark urg­ 
ed th at there be no “name-calling" 
und th a t members give “faith and 
credence” to the argum ents of those 
with whom they disagree.

H. Patton of Huntington, Ark., 
is a "water witch ’ who recently located a water well on his son’s 
farm, calculating the depth of the water to within three-four His of 
an inch. 
He did this by holding a peach tree sprout in his hand and 
walking over the land until Hie twig dipped toward one spot. There 
the well was dug. 
"Ail persons carry a certain amount of static electricity In their 
bodies lait some are more heavily charged Limn others.” says Dan 
Patton. 
“My father is one of Hie exceptions and he is heavily 
charged. 
"Running water also is charged with static. 
It is clear that 
there would be an attraction between these electric charges lf some 
sensitive conductor was employed 
“A patten tree sprout contains hydro-cyanic or prussic acid 
which is a conductor of electricity and is particularly adapted as a 
conductor of the charges that exist in the human body. 
"When a person whose body is heavily charged with stone 
grasps the forked prongs of a peach twig and wall;* over an under­ 
ground stream, the switch pulls downward.”

EDUCATION AND MUSIC 
When I began going to school in 1836, there was not a public school 
in Hie present sense of the term in the whole State of Pennsylvania. 
The school houses in the towns and villages were built by public sub­ 
scription, the teacher’s salary was collected from the parents at a certain 
rate per scholar and all the books, slates and writing material had to 
be purchased by the patrons. There was little organization or discipline 
in the schools. 
The qualification of the teacher was not regulated by 
any standard and those qualifications were embraced within very small 
limits. 
Reading, writing and arithmetic were the highest branches 
taught. 
Those who aspired to anything beyond this could only be 
accommodated in the few private or boarding schools that were con­ 
ducted by gentlemen or ladies of more advanced literary culture. A few 
colleges and seminaries were already established but all had to rely on 
tuition for their support. 
The agitation in favor of a public school system began in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. 
It was strenuously opposed for many 
years. A marked change in the methods of education took place when 
school laws were adopted and their support made a subject of taxation. 
Then In each locality the school houses were built and paid for by the 
public. The courses of study were enlarged and the fitness of teachers 
tested by examinations. 
By this means the possibilities of a good 
common education was placed within the reach of every child in the 
Commonwealth. 
By continued legislation, advances have been made 
until at the present time the most inferior of the public schools has 
reached a high degree of efficiency. 
Musical Instrum ents 
Co-incident with the progress in other branches, that of music is 
among the most remarkable. In my boyhood, musical instruments were 
comparatively rare. 
The violin (or fiddle as it was generally called) 
was found only in the possession of those who had a special talent for 
playing it. It was commonly used on convivial occasions, when dancing 
and similar festivities were practiced, and the fiddler was always a 
noted man among his neighbors. 
Now and then, in the wealthier 
families a piano was found, but it was an inferior instrument and 
rarely played with success. For military purposes tile fife, the bass and 
little drum met all the ordinary demands. 
In the larger towns might 
be found a “brass band” with hardly members enough to -play the 
instruments. 
All this is now changed. 
Music Is taught In the schools 
and private classes until almost every boy and girl can play on some 
kind of an instrument. The popularity of the reed organ, has become 
so universal that almost every home contains one as a necessary article 
of furniture, where the children are inclined to sing or play. To this is 
added all kinds of string and wind instruments, until music has become 
a household pleasure of the poor as well as the rich. 
At the beginning of the century not one church out of a hundred 
had an organ in it. while today the humblest church as wrell as the most 
prominent, contain either a reed or pipe organ to lead the singing of 
the congregation. 
Books and Literature 
No kind of pixigress during my lifetime has contributed more to the 
happiness and well-being of society than tile multiplicity of books and 
general literature. In my early days it was an unusual tiling to find in 
the majority of families a dozen books. 
The family Bible held first 
place us a book of devotion and general reading, then the school books 
and after these a Jew volumes of history and perhaps an occasional 
romance. There was a religious prejudice against novels that for a long 
time debarred them from the family circle. 
Professional men, such us 
lawyers, doctors and clergymen, had libraries containing the standard 
works relating to their professions, and doubtless a proportion of 
nil cr I la neons books, but the people at large, had few and those not 
very diligently studied 
Knowledge had to be acquired by a very limited 
means 
The Weekly Newspaper 
The weekly newspaper was an Jni|)orUint factor In distributing in­ 
telligence, but its circulation was confined to a .smaller class. 
I doubt 
if more than one-third of the families of any community took a news­ 
paper of any description in 1825. But the art of printing together with 
tile capacity of authorship has developed so rapidly during the past 
three-quarters of the century, tliat intellectually the whole condition 
of society is changed 
Hic invention of Hie power press and the general 
thirst lot news has made the issue of the daily papers by the hundred 
thousand a profitable, as well as a public necessity. 
When I was 
learning the printing business it took me four hours to pass off six 
hundred sheets of "The Star and Banner” and this had to be repeated 
on the blank side every week. To me it seems as though the golden age 
of science and literature is dawning on the world.

Democrats who worked on the 
IB£fc3JAr.£-.££ld it would have two 
major provisions: 
1. Abolition of the commission’s 
power to fix retail prices—a power 
of milk boards since the state first

2. A rider displacing the present 
commission with "new members to 
perform the new duties.”
